1. Large families with low incovos, families of widows, widoversa and orphaned 
families will receive 5 mou of land. ( 1 mou equals 6.6 acres). 


2- Familics which are smaller than the first group but live under relatively 
poor conditions will receive 3 rou of land. 


3. Husbandmen with inadequate incores will receive 1.5 mou of land. 


A total of 138 families in the Sixth Salvation Unit District have been classified 
in one of the three grours above. The average amount of land to be distributed 
to each family will be 3.9 mou. The best lend will be distributed to the families 
of soldiers and martyrs, In addition to the land, 272 houses will be distributed 
to 42 families. “Whenever houses are confiscated from private owners, the owner 
shall be allowed to rctain a vart of the house for the use of his family. Persons 
occupying confiseated houses in rice field areas must move immediately however, 
and rent space elsewhere.
